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PREFACE 


This issue of the Ontario Economic Accounts contains 
quarterly and annual estimates of Ontario Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP) and its major income and expenditure components 
covering the 1961 to 1987 period. All data series are 
presented in current dollars, with the exception of total GDP 
which is expressed in both current and constant 1981 dollars. 


The Office of Economic Policy, Ontario Ministry of 
Treasury and Economics is responsible for many of the 
historical quarterly income and expenditure series, as well 


as 1984-1987 annual estimates. The major source of annual 
estimates is Statistics Canada’s "Provincial Economic 
Accounts".

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A_ REVIEW OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS, 1961-1987 


INTRODUCTION 


All of the data contained in this publication are 
expressed in current or nominal dollars, with the exception 
of total GDP, which is expressed in both current and constant 
1981 dollars. For the 1961-1985 period, estimates of GDP in 
constant 1981 dollars were derived using the Canadian GDP 
deflator, while for 1986 and 1987, Ontario Treasury deflators 
were employed. 


Statistics Canada is currently developing annual 
provincial deflators for the 1971-1987 period for all 
components of domestic demand. These deflators, which are 
expected to be available within the next few months, will 
subsequently be incorporated into the Ontario Economic 
Accounts. 


OVERVIEW 


The Ontario economy grew at an average annual rate of 
4.4 per cent in real terms and 10.5 per cent in current 
dollars between 1961 and 1987. In 1987, real GDP was $170.2 
billion, more than triple the $55.8 billion recorded in 1961. 
In current dollars, Ontario GDP expanded thirteenfold since 
1961, reaching a level of $224.2 billion in 1987.

During the 1961-1987 period, there was considerable 
variation in the strength, duration and composition of 


Ontario economic growth. Economic expansions’ and 
contractions during this period can be broadly delineated 
into the following phases: the 1961-1973 expansion, the 


1974-1975 slowdown, the 1976-1979 recovery, the 1980-1982 
contraction, and the current expansion which began in 1983. 


THE 1961-1973 EXPANSION 


The 1960s and early 1970s represented the longest period 
of economic expansion in Ontario’s history. Real GDP grew at 
an average rate of 5.8 per cent during the 1961-1973 period, 
only surpassed by the average 6.1 per cent growth rate 
achieved during the current expansion. In current dollars, 
Ontario GDP increased at an average annual rate of 10.1 per 
cent between 1961 and 1973. 


NOMINAL GDP: MAJOR COMPONENTS, 1961-1973 


(Average annual growth) 
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The 1960s phase of the expansion was characterized by a 
period of robust real growth, averaging 6.1 per cent, 
accompanied by low inflation, low unemployment rates, and 
steady increases in employment. Following a brief slowdown 
in economic activity in 1970, real economic growth moderated, 
increasing at an average annual rate of 5.2 per cent between 
1970 and 1973. At the same time, inflation accelerated, and 
the Canadian dollar appreciated against its U.S. counterpart. 
Employment growth remained strong during the early 1970s, but 
the unemployment rate moved upward. 


Business investment was a major source of growth during 
the first half the 1960s, with nominal spending on business 
plant and equipment increasing at an average rate of 16.0 per 
cent between 1961 and 1966. The business investment share of 
GDP rose from 9.7 per cent, to 13.0 per cent over this 
period. This increase was related to federal government tax 
investment incentives and the machinery and equipment 
spending which preceded implementation of the 1965 Canada- 
U.S. Auto Pact. 


In the second half of the 1960s, the focus of growth 
shifted to exports and housing. Between 1965 and 1969 
nominal exports rose by more than 50 per cent and became 
increasingly dominated by manufactured goods, particularly 
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automobiles. This shift in trade composition resulted 
directly from the 1965 Auto Pact with the United States, 
which provided for duty-free trade in new vehicles and parts 


between Canada and the U.S., subject to certain safeguards. 
In 1966, the automotive share of international merchandise 
exports waS 22 per cent. By the end of the decade, this 


share had almost doubled.

Over the 1965-1969 period, nominal residential 
construction increased at an average annual rate of 12.4 per 
cent. Following a decline in 1970, housing expanded 
strongly for the next three years. During the 1970-1973 
period, annual housing starts averaged 95,000 units, with a 
record = bial0O0 —unTts = begun — in 1973" By 1973, housing 


accounted for 6.7 per cent of GDP, up from 5.4 per cent in 
1965. 


Personal income in Ontario, after increasing at an 
average rate of just under 10 per cent during the 1960s, 
climbed rapidly throughout the first half of the 1970s, 
reaching a peak growth rate of 17.4 per cent in 1974. Wages 
and salaries, the largest component of personal income 
increased at record levels during this period, driven by 
solid gains in employment and large wage settlements. 
Investment income, another important component of personal 
income, also moved up strongly in the 1970s, reflecting 
escalating inflation and resulting increases in Canadian 
interest rates. 


In response to accelerated growth in disposable income, 
nominal personal expenditure, headed by durables, grew more 
rapidly during the 1970-1973 period, increasing at a 9.6 per 
cent average rate, compared to an 8.4 per cent average growth 
in the previous decade. 


THE 1974-1975 SLOWDOWN 


The economic expansion of 1961-1973 ended in mid-1974, 
when Ontario experienced an economic slowdown, principally 
attributable to a world-wide recession and the economic 
impacts of the 1973 energy crisis. In 1974 and 1975, growth 
in Ontario real GDP slowed to 2.1 per cent and 0.6 per cent, 
respectively. During the 1974:2 - 1975:1 period, real output 
declined in three out of four quarters. 


NOMINAL GDP: MAJOR COMPONENTS, 1974-1975 


(Average annual growth) 
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The sluggish pace of the economy during this period was 
reflected in a weakening housing market, slower inventory 
accumulation and reduced net exports. Although the 1974-1975 
recession in the United States dampened demand for Ontario 
manufactured exports, particularly automobiles, nominal 
imports remained relatively strong, fuelled by continuing 
strength in consumption and business investment. 


THE 1976-1979 RECOVERY 


The Ontario economy rebounded in 1976, with output 
increasing by 5.5 per cent in real terms. The recovery was 
led by international trade, with nominal exports bouncing 
back strongly in response to improvement in the U.S. economy. 
However, the pace of recovery slowed during the following 
three years, as all major domestic demand components grew 
more slowly than in the first half of the decade. For the 
1976-1979 period, real growth in Ontario averaged 3.2 per 
cent, much less than in the previous expansion. 


NOMINAL GDP: MAJOR COMPONENTS, 1976-1979

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The personal savings rate, which had gradually trended 
higher throughout most of the 1960s, moved up sharply during 
the first half of the next decade. The increase was 
partially attributable to large gains in disposable income 
and the expansion in federal tax deductions for registered 
retirement savings plans (RRSPs).

After levelling off during the mid-1970s, the savings 
rate resumed its climb, reaching a peak of 20.4 per cent in 
1982. The strong increase coincided with higher inflation, 
increasing unemployment and record interest rates. Since 
1984, the savings rate has declined steadily, reaching 12.3 
per cent in 1987. 


THE 1980-1982 RECESSIONS 


The early 1980S represented a period of economic 
stagnation, as the Province endured two recessions within the 


span of three years. During the 1980-1982 period, real 
output fell an average of 0.4 per cent while nominal GDP 
slowed to an average growth rate of 9.6 per cent. At the 


same time inflation moved up to over 10 per cent, fuelled by 
higher commodity prices, wage settlements and another round 
of energy price increases. Unemployment increased 
substantially while employment growth was very weak. 
Canadian interest rates, which had been climbing since 1977, 
reached historic highs in 1981. 


NOMINAL GDP: MAJOR COMPONENTS, 1980-1982 


(Average annual growth) 
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During the 1980 recession, real GDP fell 0.4 per cent, 
with output declining over four straight quarters. Nominal 
inventories and exports slowed, while residential 
construction declined. Nominal consumption remained strong 
throughout 1980, as the slowdown in durable spending was 
offset by strength in non-durables and services. 


The economy rebounded sharply during the first half of 
1981, but slipped back into recession in the second half of 
the year. The recession continued into 1982, and real GDP 
declined 4.2 per cent, as output fell over five successive 
quarters. Nominal consumption recorded its slowest rate of 
growth since 1970, chiefly due to a decline in durable 
spending. The decline in durable spending coupled with 
record high interest rates encouraged businesses to 
drastically reduce inventory levels, which acted as a 
substantial drag on the economy. High interest rates also 
stifled nominal business investment and housing, which both 
fell in 1982. 
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Corporation profits, which tend to reflect cyclical 
expansions and contractions in the economy, fell 36.9 per 
cent in 1982. In relative terms, the corporate profits share 
of .GDP fell” towa record. low ‘of ‘6.5:sper. cent. Since the 
recession, this share has risen steadily, reaching 12.0 per 
cent in 2193873 However, corporate profits were still below 
the 1979 pre-recession peak of 12.4 per cent.

Total government current spending played a more 
important role in the economy during the recession than in 
the previous expansion. Between 1980 and 1982, expenditures 
in Ontario by all levels of government rose at an average 
rate of 13.6 per cent, compared to an 8.1 per cent annual 
growth rate during the 1976-1979 period. In the 1983-1987 
period, the pace of government spending slowed to an average 
annual rate of 7.0 per cent. 


THE 1983-1987 EXPANSION 


The current economic recovery began in 1982:4 and the 
economy has experienced robust real growth at an average 6.1 
per cent rate during the 1983-1987 period. In nominal terms, 
GDP growth averaged 10.3 per cent. Growth was sustained by 
strong employment gains, sharp declines in world oil prices, 
lower interest rates and a substantial moderation in the rate 
of inflation. 
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Growth in the initial stages of the recovery was 
propelled by a rebound in exports, in line with the strong 
recovery which was underway in the United States. Between 
1983 and 1985, total exports rose by one-third, while the 
export share of GDP increased to 53.9 per cent in 1985, from 
49.5 per cent in 1983. 


NOMINAL GDP: MAJOR COMPONENTS, 1983-1987

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Motor vehicle exports to the United States were an 
important ingredient in Ontario’s economic recovery. Between 
1983 and 1985, the share of nominal GDP accounted for by 
motor vehicle exports to the United $tates rose from 12.7 per 
cent “te 16.4© per? cent: Autos also played a role in the 
increased orientation of manufactured trade toward 
international markets, primarily the United States. 


This trade shift, which has primarily taken place since 
the late 1970s, was largely at the expense of trade with 
other provinces and to a smaller extent, shipments remaining 
within Ontario. Statistics Canada data on the destination of 
manufacturing shipments indicate that between 1979 and 1984, 
the share of Ontario manufactured goods destined for other 
provinces slipped from 23.1 per cent to 17.2 per cent.

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During the same period, the international share of 
manufacturing shipments rose from 22.7 per cent to 31.3 per 
cent. Sales within Ontario accounted for 51.5 per cent of 


shipments in 1984, down slightly from the 54.2 per cent in

Following the export-led recovery, the sources of growth 
shifted to consumption, housing and investment. During the 
current expansion, personal consumption, in nominal terms, 
increased at a robust annual rate of 10.2 per cent, headed by 
spending on durables and services. 


The strength in durables spending came from automobiles 
and housing-related goods, such as household appliances and 
furniture, while the increased demand for services reflected 
a continuation of the long-term shift in consumer spending 
patterns from goods to services consumption. With households 
spending a larger proportion of disposable income on 
consumption for most of this period, the personal savings 
rate declined substantially. By 1987, the savings rate had 
declined to its lowest point since 1972.

Following declines during 1982 and 1983, nominal 
business investment picked-up strongly during the rest of the 
expansion, increasing at an average annual rate of 12.9 per 
cent between 1984 and 1987. The surge in investment was 
facilitated by large increases in corporate profits, 
sustained retail sales and rising capacity utilization rates. 


The current expansion was also boosted by a boom in 
residential construction, which grew at more than double the 
rate of the economy as a whole between 1983 and 1987. Over 
this period housing expanded at an average annual rate of 
23.6 per cent, driven by strong increases in new housing 
starts and a very active home resale market. The boom in 
housing resulted from pent-up demand and lower interest 
rates, following several years where residential construction 
grew at less than half the pace of the economy.
